NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

IMPORTED  MEAT  TRIMMINGS. 

Referring  to  the  item  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  December,  1914, 
page  158,  entitled  "Meat  Trimmings,"  until  further  order  beef  trimmings  (except 
those  from  heads)  and  pork  trimmings  in  pieces  which  do  not  approximate  4  pounds 
in  weight  may  be  imported  into  the  United  States  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  regulation  27,  B.  A.  I.  Order  211,  provided  that  the  trimmings  are  shipped  in  con- 
tainers which  will  prevent  contamination  en  route  and  that  adequate  facilities  for 
exposing  the  trimmings  and  defrosting  the  frozen  trimmings  for  examination  are  af- 
forded at  the  ports  of  entry  and  other  points  where  bureau  inspections  are  made. 

ANTI-HOG-CHOLERA  SERUM  AND  HOG-CHOLERA  VKUS  IN  OFFICIAL  ESTABLISHMENTS. 

Anti-hog-cholera  serum  or  hog-cholera  virus  should  not  be  stored  in  any  compart- 
ment of  an  official  establishment  where  meat  or  product  is  stored  or  handled.  Inspec- 
tors in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  requested  to  investigate  the  manner  in  winch 
these  articles  are  handled  at  official  establishments  under  their  jurisdiction  and  see 
that  this  order  is  observed. 

NO  LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL  TO  ACCOMPANY  APPROVED  LABELS.  ETC. 

In  cases  where  the  bureau  stamp  of  approval  will  be  explanatory  of  the  action  taken 
on  sketches  and  finished  labels,  cartons,  etc.,  submitted  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  paragraph  1,  section  3,  regulation  17,  B.  A.  I.  Order  211,  no  letter  of 
transmittal  will  accompany  such  approvals  after  December  1,  1915. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  FLY  TRAPS. 

The  Bureau  of  Entomology  of  the  department  is  conducting  extensive  experiments 
to  determine  the  best  methods  of  trapping  flies  on  the  premises  of  official  establish- 
ments. The  work  is  well  underway  and  a  definite  scheme  of  fly  trapping  will  soon 
be  ready  for  adoption.  It  is  therefore  suggested  that  the  managements  of  official 
establishments  postpone  the  construction  of  fly  traps  for  use  next  year  pending  the 
results  of  the  experiments  which  this  bureau  expects  to  be  able  to  publish  not  later 
than  December,  1915. 
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LARD  IMPORTED  INTO  SALVADOR,  CENTRAL  AMERICA,  TO  BE  ACCOMPANIED  P.Y  CER- 
TIFICATE OF  PURITY. 

The  bureau  is  officially  informed  of  a  decree  issued  September  18,  1915,  by  the 
authorities  of  Salvador,  Central  America,  as  follows: 

It  being  necessary  for  the  public  health  that  the  lard  which  is  imported  into  the 
country  be  of  good  quality,  the  executive  power  decrees:  That  for  all  registry  of  this 
article  the  administrators  of  customs  shall  exact,  after  the  1st  of  December  of  the 
present  year,  that  the  consular  invoices  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  purity, 
which  Bnall  express  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  said  article;  said  document  to 
be  viseed  by  the  respective  official.  Without  this  requisite  the  consuls  will  certify 
no  invoice.

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TIPS  AND  FEES  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

The  attention  of  employees  of  the  bureau  is  invited  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  approved  March.  2,  1915,  and  effective  Tune  1,  1915. 
The  provisions  of  this  law  make  it  unlawful  to  bestow  in  South  Carolina  on  hotel, 
depot,  Pullman,  restaurant,  cafe,  and  dining-car  porters  and  waiters,  excepting 
employees  of  steamship  companies,  such  fees  and  tips  as  are  provided  for  in  the  fiscal 
regulations  of  this  department.  Therefore  any  such  fees  and  tips  given  in  the  State 
of  South  Carolina  by  employees  of  this  bureau  and  claimed  in  their  reimbursement 
accounts  will  be  disallowed.
